from Pekin, no date: "Evidence accumulates that 
diplomatic relations will not be resumed here for some 
time. 


"The Russian legation leaves soon for lien Isin. 
"It appears to me certain that the Chinese govern- 


ment will not return while the foreign army remains. 


"My opinion is Pekin will he merely the camp of 


the foreign army, pending the'settlement with the pow- 
ers from other points." 


Washington, Sept. 10—The Chinese minister 


has received an imperial edict conferring on Li 
Chang the extraordinary power for complete settle- 
ment of all troubles and gives him the authority to 
make terms accoiding to his own discretion without 
referring to the emperor. 


This unusual authority, it is claimed, gives him 


credentials to meet all the objections as to his pow- 
er to negotiate peace. 


The edict is dated two weeks ago, but was 


just forwarded by Earl Li. 


London, Sept. 10—A special from Berlin says 


Great Britain and Germany have agreed not to 
. evacuate Pekin until full satisfaction for the recent 
outrages has been obtained. 


London, Sept. 10—The Chinese minister, it is 


understood, has received credentials authorizing the 
opening of negotiations for peace. 


It is estimated similar powers will be conferred 


on the Chinese ministers of other capitals. 


Boston, Sept. 10—1The American board was no- 


tified today that the entire board of missionaries at 
Shansi were murdered July 31. This is by far the 
heaviest calamity thai has befallen the missions in 
China, in the interior of the country.

children; Rey. and Mrs. D. H. Clapp; Rev. G. L. 
Williams, Rev. F. W. Davis, Miss Rowena Bird and 
Miss M. L Partridge.

Declares That the Financial Question is the 


Immediate Issue. 
An Exhaustive Re- 


view of the Philippine Question 


t WaattUngton, Sept. 10.—Tfie letter of 
(President McKlnley. accepting the nomi- 
nation of the Republican national con- 
jv*ntlon for the office of President of the 
(United States, was made public last 
•night. It is as follows: 


Executive Mansion, 


Washington, Sept. 8, 1900. 


Hon. Hewry Cabot Lodge, 


Chairman, Notification Committee. 


My Dear Sir: 


The nomination of the Republican 


convention of June 19, 1900, for the office 
sf President of the United States which, 
as the official representative-of the con- 
vention, you have conveyed to me, Is 
accepted. 
I have carefully examined 


the platform adopted and give to it my 
.hearty approval. 
Upon the great issue 


Ot the last national convention it is 
clear. It upholds the gold standard and 
«ndorseB the legislation of the present 
congress, by which that standard has 
been effectively strengthened. 
The 


stability of our national currency is, 
therefore, secure so long as those wl-.o 
adhere to this platform are kept in con- 
trol of the government. 
In the first 


battle, that of 1S96 the friends of the 
gold standard and of sound currency 
were triumphant, and the country is en- 
joying the fruits of that victory. 
Our 


antagonists, however, are not satisfied. 
They compel us to a second battle upon 
';the same lines on which the first waa 
Jought and won. 
While regretting the 


reopening of this question, which can 
only disturb the present satisfactory 
financial condition of the government 
and visit uncertainty upon our great 
Business enterprises, we accept the is- 
sue and again invite the sound money 
forces to join In winning another and, 
\\s hope, a permanent triumph for an 
bonest financial system which will con- 
tinue inviolable the public faith. 


As in 1896, the three silver parties are 


united, under th« same leader, who Im- 
mediately after the election of that year, 
in an address to the bimetallisms, said: 
"The friends of bimetallism have not 
been vanquished; they have simply been 
overcome. 
They believe that the gold 


standard Is a conspiracy of the money- 
changers against the welfare of the hu- 
man race, and they will continue the 
.Warfare against It." 


The policy thus proclaimed has been 


accepted and confirmed by these parties. 
The Silver Democratic platform of 
1900 


continues the warfare against the so- 
•jcaillecl gold conspiracy when 
It ex- 


presrily says: 
"We reiterate the de- 


mand of that (the Chicago) platform of 
1896 
for an American financial system, 


made by the American people for them- 
selves, which shall restore and maintain 
a bimetallic price level, a.nd as part of 
such system the immediate restoration 
of the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver and gold at the present ratio of 
16 to 1, without waiting fo-r the aid or 
consent of any nation." 


So the Issue Is presented. 
It will b9 


noted that the demand is for the 1m- 
mediiate restoration of the free coinage 
of silver at 18 to 1. If another issue ia 
paramount, thte is immediate. 
It will 


admit of no delay and will suffer no post- 
ponement. 


[Turning to the other associated par- 


ities Mr. McKinley says that we find In 
'the Populist national platform, adopted 
i«t Sioux Falls, and the platform of the 
Ifiilver party, adopted at Kansas City, 
declarations on the silver question sim- 
ilar to those adopted by the Democratic! 
•party.] 


Issues All Important. 


• In all three platforms these parties 
announce that their efforts shall be un- 
ceasing until the gold standard shall ba 
blotted from the statute books and the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver, at 
f!6 to 1, shall takorita place. 


The relative importance of the 1s- 


•«ues I do not stop to discuss. 
All of 


'them are important. Whichever party 
'is successful will be bound in conscienca 
Ito carry Into administration and legis- 
:la.tion its several declarations and doc- 
trines. 
One declaration will be as ob- 


ligatory as another, but all are not im- 
-mediate- 
It is not possible that these 


.parties would treat the doctrine of 1C 
ito 1, the immediate realization of which 
is demanded by their several platforms, 
as void and inoperative in the event that 
they should be clothed with power. 
Otherwise their profession of faith is 
Insincere. 
It is, therefore, the im- 


perative business of those opposed to ] 
•this financial heresy to prevent the tri- J 
jumph of the parties whose union is only ' 
assured by adherence to th« silver is- ! 
»ue. Will the American people, through I 
(indifference or fancied security, hazard ! 
(the overthrow of the wise financial legis- j 
SaUon of the past year and revive ths 
Danger of the silver standard with all j 
of the Inevitable evils of shattered con- 
fidence and general disaster which Just- 
ly alarmed andi arou&ed them in 1896? 


The Chicago platform of 1836 is re- 


affirmed in its entirely by the Kansas 
City convention. Nothing has been 
omlttted or recalled; so that all the perils 
then threatened are yresented anew with 
tbe added force of a deliberate re- 
•fllmation. 
Four years ago the peo- 


ple refused to place the seal of their ap- 
proval upon these dangerous and revo- 
lutionary policies, and this year tho 
•will not fall to record again their ear- 
nest dissent. 


The Republican party rema.ins faith- 


ful to its principle of a tariff which

reduce our revenues of increase our ex- 
penditures the congress at its next ses- 
sion should reduce taxation very ma- 
terially. 


Tho Boer 
War. 


In the unfortunate contest between 


Great Britain and the Boer states of | 
South Africa, the United States has . 
maintained an attitude of neutrality in 
• 


accordance with its well known tradi- , 
tlonal policy. It did not hesitate, how- j 
ever, when requested-by the govern- 
ments of the South African republics, to 
exercise its good offices for a cessation 
of hostilities. It is to be observed that 
while the South African republics made 
like request of other powers the United, 
States is the only one which complied. 
The British government declined to ac- 
cept the intervention of any power. 


Our Shipping Interests. 


Ninety-one percent of our exports and 


imports are now carried by foreign ships. 
For ocean transportation we pay an- 
nuaily to foreign shipowners over $165,- 
00o>,000. "Vve ought to own the ships for 
our carrying trade with the world anil 
we ought to build them in American 
shipyards and man them with American 
Bailors. Our own citizens should re- 
ceive the transportation charges now | 
paid to foreigners. I have called the at- j 
tention of congress to this subject in my 
i 


several annual messages, and I now re- 
iterate these views. 
| 


A subject of immed-jate importance to 
, 


our country is the completion of a great 
waterway of commerce between 
the 


Atlantic and Pacific. The construction 
of a maritime canal is now more than 
ever indispensable to that intimate and 
ready communication between our east- , 
ern and western seaports demanded by j 
the annexation of the Hawaiian Islands 
and the expansion of our influence and 
trade in the Pacific. 


Our national policy more imperatively 


than ever callg for its completion and 
control by this government; and it is be- 
lieved that the next session of congress, 
after receiving the full report of the 
commission appointed under the act ap- 
proved March 3, 1899, will make pro- 
visions for the sure accomplishment of 
this great work. 


The Trusts. 


Combinations of capital v.-hlch control 


the market in commodities necessary to 
the general use of the people, by sup- 
pressing natural and ordinary compe- 
tition, thus enhancing prices to the gen- 
eral consumer, are obnoxious to the com- 
mon law and the public welfare. They 
are dangerous conspiracies against the 
public good and should be made the sub- 
ject of prohibitory or penal leg.slation. 
Publicity will be a helpful influence to 
check the evil. Uniformity of legisla- 
tion in the several states should be se- 
cured. Discrimination between what is 
Injurious and what is useful andineces- 
^.ry in business operations is essential 
to the wise and effective tretm-ent of this 
subject. Honest co-operation of capital 
is necessary to meet new business con- 
ditions and extend our rapidly Increas. 
ing foreign trade, but conspiracies an^I 
combinations intended to restrict busi- 
ness, create monopolies and control 
prices should be effectively restrained. 


Civil Service Reform. 


Practical civil service reform has al- 


ways had the support and encourage- 
ment of the Republican party. Tha 
future of the merit system is safe In its 
hands. 


During the present administration as 


occasions have arisen for modification 
or amendment in the existing civil ser- 
vice law and rules they have been made. 
Important amendments were promul- 
gated by executive order under date ot 
May 29, 1SS9, having for their principal 
purpose the exception from competitivo 
examination of certain places involving 
fiduciary responsibilities or duties of a

As to Cuba. 


We have b*en in poaseMlon of Cuba 


since Jan. 1,1899. We have restored or- 
der and established 
oVomtsMc trau- 


qullity. We hare fed the stawtag, 
clothed the naked, and ministered to the 
sick. We hare improved the sanitary 
condition of tha island. We have eUnau- 
lated industry, introduced public edu- 
cation, and taken a full and comprehen- 
sive enumeration of the inhabitants. 
The qualification of electors has been 
settled and under it officers have been 
chosen f orall the municipalities of Cuba. 
These local governments are now In 
operation, administered by the people. 
Our military establishment has been re- 
duced from $43, 
V000 to less than $6000. An 


election has been ordered to be held on 
Sept. 15 under a fair election law already 
tried In the municipal elections, to choose 
members of a constitutional convention, 
and the convention by the same order is 
to assemble ojj the first Monday of No- 
vember to frame a constitution upon 
which an independent government for 
the Island will rest. All this is a long 
step in the fulfillment of our eacred 
euarantees to the people of Cuba. 


Concerning Porto Rico. 


We hold Porto Rico by the same title 


as the Philippines. 
The treaty of peace 


which cedeid us the one conveyed to ua 
the other. Congress has given to this 
island a government in which fche hjhab- 
itants participate, elect their own legis- 
lature, enact their own local lawg, pro- 
vide their own system of taxation, and In 
these respects have the same power and 
privileges enjoyed by other territories 
belonging- to the United States, and a 
much larger measure of self-govern- 
ment than was given to the inhabitants 
of Louisiana under Jefferson. 
A district 


court of th,e United States for Porto 
Kico has been established and. local 
(courts have been inaugurated, all of 
which are ia operation. 
The generous 


treatment of the Porto H/icane accords 
with the most libetral thought of our 
own country, and encourages the best 
aspirations of the people of the island. 


Under the new law and the inaugura- 


tion of civil government there has been 
a gratifying revival of business. 
The 


manufactures of Porto Kico. are de- 
veloping; bar imports are Increasing; 
her tarifl ia yielding-increased returns; 
her fields are being cultivated; free 
schocrls are being established. Notwith- 
standing the many embarrassments in-> 
cident to a change of national condi- 
tions she is rapidly showing the good 
effects of her new relations to this na- 
tion. 


The Philippine Question. 


For the sake of full and intelligent 


understanding of the Philippine ques- 
tion, and to give to the people authentic 
Information of the acts and aims of the 
administration, I present at some length 
the events of importance leading up to 
the present situation. The purposes of 
the executive are best revealed and can 
besi be judged by what he has done and 
is doing. It will be seen that the power 
of the government has been used for the 
liberty, the peace and the prosperity of 
the Philippine peoples, and that force 
has been employed only against forco 
which s(ooii in the way of the rea.liza.tjon 
ot these ends. 


On April 25,1898,_ congress declared that 


a state of war existed between Spain and 
the United States. 
On May 1, 1898, A3-

On Feb. 6,1899, the.treaty was ratified 


by the senate of'-the United States, and 
the congress immediately appropriated 
$20,000,000 to carry-out its provisions. 
The ratifications were exchanged by the 
United States and Spain on the llth of 
April, 1599, 


As early as April, 1899, the Philippine 


commission endeavored to bring about 
peace in the islands by repeated con- 
ferences with leading Tagalogs repre- 
senting the so-cabled insurgent govern- 
ment, to the end that some general plan 
of government might be offered them 
which they would accept. So great was 
the satisfaction of the insurgent com- 
missioners with the form of govern- 
ment proposed by the America commis- 
sioners that the latten- submitted the 
proposed scheme to me for approval. 


In the latter part of May another group 


of representatives c&me from the in- 
surgent leader. The whole matter was 
fully discussed with them and promise 
of acceptance se-e-med near at hand. 
They assured our commissioners they 
would return after consulting with, their 
leader, but they never did. 


As a result of the views expressed by 


the first Tagtilog- representative favor- 
alble to the pUin of tne.commission it ap- 
pears that he was, by military order of 
the insurgent leader, stripped of his 
shoulder straps, dismissed from the army 
and- sentenced to 12 years' imprisonment. 


After the most thorough study of the 


peoples of the archipelago the commis- 
sion reported, among other things: 


"Thehr lack of education and political 


experience, combined with their racial 
and linguistic diversities, disqualify 
them, in spite off their mental gifts andi 
domestic virtues, tp undertake the task, 
of governing the archipelago at the 
present tiros. The maat that can be ex- 
pected of thsm iS-.W cB-operate with the 
Americans' ifi fhe-'adralnistrgiifon of gen- 
eral affairs, fpo/m Manila as a center, and 
to undertake, subject to., American con- 
trol or guidance (as may be found neces- 
sary) the administration of provincial 
and mumoipal affairs. * * * 


"Should our power by any fatality be 


withdrawn, the centmission believes that 
the government of the Philippines would 
speedily lapse Into wjirehy, which would 
excuse, if'it 'did* not'necessitate the In- 
tervention of other .powers, and the 
eventual division ''ol the islands among1 
them. Only throui^American occupa- 
tion, therefore, is tn-e Idea of a free, self- 
governing and1 united Philippine com- 
monwealth at -all conceivable. • * *

States in its efforts to give effect to this 
beneficent purpose, will receive the re- 
ward of its support aivd protection." 


On July 3, 1S98, the Spanish fleet, in at- 


tempting to escape from Santiago har- 
bor, 
was destroyed by the American 


fleet, and on July 17, 1898, the Spanish 
garrison in the city of Sant^go surren- 
dered to the commander of the American 
force's. 


Following theae brilliant victories, on 


Aug. 12,1898, upon the inatiative ot Spain, 
hostilities were suspended, and a pro- 
tocol was signed with a view to arranging 
terms of peace between the two govern- 
ments. 
In pursuance thereof, I ap- 


pointed as commissioners the following 
distinguished citizens, to conduct the 
negotiations on the part of the United 
States: 
William R. Day, William P. 


Frye, Cushman K. Davis, George Gray 
and Whitelaw Reid. In addressing the 
peace commission before its departure 
for Paris, I said: 


"It is my wish that throughout the 


negotiations entrusted to the commis- 
sion the purpose and spirit with which 
the United States accepted the unwel- 
come necessity of war should be kept 
constantly in view. 
We took up arms 


only in obedience to the- dictates of hu- 
manity, and in tb^ fulfillment of high 
public and mojal obligations. We had 
no design of aggrandizement and no 
ambition of conquest. * * * Without 
any original thought of complete or even 
partial acquisition, the presence and suc- 
cess of our arms at Manila imposes 
upon us obligations which wecanpot diis- 
regard. 
The manh of events rules and 


overrules hume-u action.' Avowing un- 
reservedly the purpose which ha« ani- 
mated all our effort, and still solicitous 
to adhere to It, we cannot oe un- 
mindful that, without any desire or de- 
sign on our part, the war has brought 
us new duties and responsibilities which 
we must meet and discharge as be- 
comes a great nation, on whose growth 
and career, from the beginning, the 
ruler of nations, has plainly written the 
hteh command and pledge of civiliza- 
tion," 
The treaty of peace was concluded on 


Dec. 
10, 1898. By its terms the archi- 


pelago, known as the Philippine islands, 
was cedod by Spain to the United States. 
It was also provided that "the civil rights 
and political status of the nativ% in- 
habitants of the territories hereby ceded 
to the United States shall be determined 
by the congress." 


In ordfr to facilitate the moat burnane, 


pacific and effective extension of au- 
thority throughout these.islands, and to 
secure, with the least possible delay,tiro 
benefits of a wise and gonf-cous protec- 
tion of life and property to. the Inhabi- 
tants, I appointed in January, 1899, a 
commission consisting of JVcob Schur- 
man, Admiral George Dewey, Charles 
Dcnby. Dean C. Worcester and Major 
General Otis. Their instructions con- 
tained the following: 


"Tho commissioners will' endeavor, 


without interference with.the military 
:.utl-orlt!(>s of th" TInUc'l States now In 
cc^trsl of th« J'UUllipinta, lo tti 


national ditty "will prove the greatest 
blessing to the people- of the Philippine 
Islands." 


Satisfied that nothing further could be 


accomplished' in'.pursnance of their mis- 
sion until the rebellion was suppressed, 
and desiring to place before the congress 
the result of * their observations, I re- ' 
quested the commission -to return to the i 
United States. Their most intelligent i 
and comprehensive report was submitted 
to congress. In March, 1900, believing ; 
that the insurrection w^g practically 
ended and earnestly desiring to promote 
the estaWIehment of a stable govern- | 
ment'ta the archipelago, I appointed the 
following civil commission: 
! 


William H. Taft. Dean C. Worcester, ' 


Luke I. Wright, Henry C. Ide and Ber- 
nard Moses. My instructions to them 
contained the following: 


"You (the secretary of war) will In- 


struct the commission * * * to de- 
vote their attention in the first instance 
to the establishment of municipal gov- 
ernments, in which the natives of the 
islands, both in the cities and in the 
rural communities, shall be afforded tha 
opportunity to majjage their own local 
affairs to the fullest extent of which they 
are capable, and subject to the least de- 
gree of supervision and control which a 
careful study of their capacities and ob- 
servation 
of the workings- of native 


control show to be consistent with tha 
maintenance of law, order and loyalty. 
United States, both civil and military, 
shoulfl be impressed a sense of the 3wty 
to observe, not merely the material, but 
the personal and social rights of the peo- 
ple of the islands, and to treat them with 
the same courtesy and respect for their 
personal dignity which the people o£ the 
United States are accustomed to re- 
quire from each other." 
That all might share in the regenera- 


tion of the islands and participate in 
their government, I directed General 
MacAfthur, the military governor of the 
Philippines, to issue a proclamation of 
amnesty. 


Under their Instructions the commis- 


sion are now laboring to establish stable 
government und«r civil control, in which 
ihe inhabitants shall participate, giving 
them opportunity to demonstrate how 
far they are prepared for self-govern- 
ment. 


This commission, under date of Aug. 


21, makes an interesting report, from 
which I quote the following extracts: 
"Hostility against Americans ordginal-

was sent out the people were fleeing to 
the high land* for safety, and It is hoped 
that they may have found refuge in 
time. 
Port Arthur Is not »o exposed to the 


waves as Sablne, but the damage there 
is believed to have been great. 


Telegraph wires are down to Port 


Lavac, Rockport, Aransas Pass, Corpus 
Christ! and Brownsville, on the lower 
coast, and grave fears are entertained 
regarding the safety of the Inhabitants 
of these towns. 
James C. flmmins, -who resddes In 


Houston, and who Is the general super- 
intendent of the National Compress 
company, arrived at Houston at 8 o'clock 
Sunday nigiht from Galveston, He was 
one of the first to reach there with tidings 
of the great disaster which has befallen 
that city, and the magnitude of the dis- 
aster remains to be t«M because of hia 
endeavors to reach home. After remain- 
Ing through the hurricane of Saturday 
he departed from Galveston on a schoon- 
er and came across the bay to Morgan's 
Point, where he caught a train for Hous- 
ton. The hurricane, Mr. Timmins said, 
was the worst ever known. 


The estimate made by citizens of Gal- 


veston was that 4000 houses, most of them 
residences, had been destroyed, and that 
at least 1000 people had been drowned, 
killed or are missing. 


The olty.'Mr. Timmlns avers, is a, com - 


plete wreck, ae far as he could see from 
the front and from the Tremont hotel. 
"Water was blo^nm over the island by tha 
hurricane, the wind blowing at the rate 
of 80 miles an hour straight from the 
gulf, and forcing the sea water before tt 
in big waves. The gale was a steady one,, 
the heart -of It striking the city about 5* 
o'clock Saturday evening and continuing 
without intermission jUntil midtvight last 
night, when it a/bated somewhat, al-« 
though it continued to blow all night. 


The scenes durl-ng the storm, Mr. Tim» 


mms said; could not be described. 
Women and children were rowed into the 
Tcemont hotel, where he was seeking 
shelter, and all night these unfortunates 
were bemoaning their losses of kindred 
and fortune- They were grouped about 
the stairways and in. the galleries and 
rooms of the hotel. What was occurring 
In other parts of the city he could only 
conjecture. 


The city of Galveston, he says, is no-W 


entirely submerged and cut off from 
communication. The boats are gone; 
the railroads cannot be operated, and 
the reater is so high people cannot wall* 
out by way of the bridge across the bay, 
even should that bridtge be standing. 


Provisions Will be badly needed, as a 


great majority of the peSple lost all they 
had. The water works, power houee waa 
wrecked and a water faijtine Is threat- 
ened, as the cisterns were all ruined by 
the overflow of salt water. This Mr. 
Timmins regards as the most serious 
problem to be faced now. The city is In 
darkness, the electric plant having been 
ruined. There is no way of estimating 
the property damage at present. So far 
us he could see or hear, Mr. Timmln4 
Bays the east end portion of the city, 
which is the residence district, has been 
practically wiped out of existence. On 
the west end, which faces the gulf and 
another portion of the island, much 
havoc was done. The beach has been 
swept clean and many of the residences 
are total wrecks.

J ABIES P. MAGENIS' EXCEPTIONS 


We print today, with some apology 


tor being tardy on account of the pres- 
sure of last week, a communication 
trom an esteemed correspondent tak- 
ing exceptions to our remarks touch- 
ing upon the appointment of Judge 
Fttx. of Cambridge to 
the 
superior 


bench. From the tone of the commun- 
ication we are able to measure the 
magnitude of the charitable intent of 
our correspondent ana we take pleas- 
ure in acknowledging our deep sense 
of gratitude to him for being1 so inter- 
ested in our welfare as to take the 
trouble to instruct us. 


Our eorerepondent has been inform- 


ing when he assures us, and says some 
other things, that it is a "time-honor- 
ed" and "unwritten" rule of the gov- 
ernors of Massachusetts to maintain 
a political parity in the state judiciary 
and that "it is incumbent upon, the 
executive to appoint ift the place a 
man from the same party as the re- 
tired judge." It may be that there are 
circles in which this is held and be- 
lieved, but we have sc«n no evidence 
of its general acceptance. If such a 
rule exists, unauestionable there have 
been violations of it in the past; and 
certainly names ot men in both par- 
ties being generally discussed as prob- 
able successors to retired or deceased 
judges does not indicate that the rule 
has general force or recognition. Our 
Informed correspondent himself can- 
not be very clear upon the matter for 
he says, "la so appointing judges the 
governors of Massachusetts have been 
careful to give representation to both 
of the great political parties, and, to 
keep this representation intact the rule 
was observed to have republicans suc- 
ceed republicans and democrats suc- 
ceed democrats," and, further says it 
is open to us "to enumerate the com- 
paratively small number of democratic 
Judges upon, the benches of our su- 
preme and superior courts." 
Now, If 


it has been a settled and observed poli- 
cy to give political representation on 
the benches and if there is comjiara- 
tively a small number of democrats 
among our judges we should like to 
know how useful the rule mentioned 
has been, or whether it is declared in 
the rule that the ratio of republican 
judges to democratic judges is main- 
tained at the "only legar ratio of 16 to 
1."

The war department .has just made 


public the annual report of General 
Otis, covering his command in the 
Philippines from September 1, 1899 to 
May 5, 1900. The report covers many 
letters and orders from Aguinaldo and 
his officers shcwiife their trust in the 
success of Bryan and making clear how 
they fought in the hope that 
the 


democratic-populistic candidate would 
win in the November elections. In one 
pi^oclamation, Aguinaldo says: "We 
ask God that he may grant the triumph 
of the, democratic party in the United 
States," and in the same paper he 
speaks of the American efforts to put 
down his insurrection as a policy which

American, Mr. Atkinson, as criminal 
aggression." So, so. 


Then Ambrosio Flores, Aguinaldo's 


secretary of war, on Oct. 5 wrote to 
the officers and men! of the Filipino 
army, saying in part:

against the Filipinos is waged, not by 
the pttople of the United States, but by 
\vhat is called the Imperialist party of 
McKinley, which is in power today. 
But the date of the presidential elec- 
tion in that country is approaching, 
and the reelectioni or fall of McKinley 
will decide the good or bad end of this 
mad enterprise undertaken by him. In- 
terference of the Continental European 
powers in this palpitating 
interna- 


tional question! is again feared and 
everything makes us believe that the 
Yankee army, with or without large re- 
inforcements is about to make a final 
effort before the Imperialist party ad- 
mits it is beaten. It is the general 
opinion within our republic and abroad, 
that if we resist this attack, as in the 
past we have held back the Amer- 
ican line, we shall have reached the 
end of our sacrifices and attained our 
independence, and it will be most gal- 
lantly conquered." 


General Otis adds: 
"These statements, together with 


wild reports of defeats anki losses suf- 
feied by our army, were circulated in 
the city and were believed by the 
mass of its inhabitants.

much assurance was this report of 
final victory accepted, that it made a

proclaimed success of Aguin'aldo and

Besides showing the "Aid and com-

Those who profess to distrust the lib- 


eral and honorable purposes of the ad- 
ministration in its treatment of tha 
Philippines are not justified. Imperial- 
ism has no place in its creed or conduct. 
Freedom is a rock upon •which the Re- 
publican party was builded and now 
rests. Liberty is the great IJ^pubrican 
doctrine for which the people went to 
•war and for which a million lives were 
offered and billions of dollars expended 
to make it a lawful legacy of all without 
the consent of master or slave. There is 
a strain of Ill-concealed hypocrisy in the 
anxiety to extend the constitutional 
guarantees to the people of the PljiHp- 
pines, while their nullification is openly 
advocated at home. Our opponents may 
distrust themselves, but they have no 
right to discredit the good faith and 
patriotism of the majority of the people, 
who are opposed to them; they may fear 
the worst form of imperialism with the i 
helpless Filipinos in their hands; but if | 
they do, it is because they have parted j 
with the spirit and faith of the fathers 
and have lost the virility of the founders 
of the party which they profess to rep» 
resent. 


The Republican party doesn't have to 


assert its devotion to the Declaration of 
Independence. That immortal Instru- 
ment of the fathers remained unexe- 
cuted until the people under the lead of 
the Republican party In the awful clash 
of battle turned its promises into ful- 
fillment. It wrote into the constitution! 
the amendments guaranteeing- political 
equality to American citizenship and it 
has never broken them or counselled 
others in breaking1 them. It will not; 
be guided in its conduct by one set of 
principles a.t home and another set in tha 
new territory belonging to the United 
States.

The first train ever th* new road to 


the gulf of Mexico— the Gulf and Ship 
Island— left Jackson. Miss., at 0:30 the 
otlier morning, reaching the terminus, 
(Julfport, at 2 o'clock, says the Chicago 
Tlmes-Hernld. A number of state offl- 
ciuls, together with officers of the road, 
made the trip. At Gulfport a banquet 
•was given in the evening, and many 
speeches wcro raadp thut predict a fu- 
ture for the new seaeoaat ctty. Gulf- 
port is nothing more than a village 
uo-sr. At Jackson, the northern termi- 
nus, 
connection js made with the Illi- 


nois Central and the Alabama and 
Vicksburg brancjti of the Cincinnati 
Southern road. It Is believed that the 
Gulf and Ship Island will eventually 
be extended to Memphis, and when 
that Is done the expectation is that 
some of the grain trade of the north- 
west will be sent abroad Tla Gulfport 


The road passes through a section of 


the state that Is n'ew to <flvillzatlpn. 
Many of the Inhabitants along its Hno 
had never seen a locetnotM't engine un- 
til the work trams appeared *nd awak- 
ened echoes from tao hills which had 
heretofore caught only the cries of the I 
•wildcat the dying groans of feudista ' 
and the piercing- crack of the hunts- 
man's rifle. The road passes through^a 
portion of Jones county, which seceded 
from the Confederacy during the civil 
w-ar and set up an independent govern- 
ment. 
It traverses Wayne county, 


whlclf has fewsr Bibles per capita than 
any other county iu the* nation. 
It 


splits Green county almost in twain, 
and some of the roadbed is made o'f 
dirt on which the notorious Murrell 
nnd Copeland gang of murderers and 
outlaws made their rendezvous for a 
decade. 


The road opens to the lumber /trade a 


vlrginjMne forest. It is estimated that 
within the n*£t five years more than 
1,000,000,000 feet of timber will go to 
the north on cars hauled by this new 
line. The land adjacent is favorable 
for raising fruits and grapes, but it has 
never been cultivated. Not a painted 
house Is to be seen between Jackson 
and Gulfport. The inhabitants for the i 
most part have existed among them- | 
selves without having come in contact 
with the outside wortd. ' The road will 
make the work of .the revenue agent 
less perilous. Illicit distilleries have 
flourished for years unmolested in 
much of the territory because officers 
have been afraid to penetrate its ra- 
vifles, hollows and hillsides. 


The history of thlp road has been at- 


tended by more tragic* deaths than that 
of any other enterprise started in the 
south since the civil war. Twenty-five 
years ago Colonel Jones S. Hamilton 
married one ot the belles of Mississip- 
pi, Miss .Fanny Buck. Their first child 
was a son, and be was named, for his 
father, Job-n S., Jr. On the day of the 
child's baptism Colonel Hamilton said 
to his wife that he would build a rail- 
road, that his heir might become its 
president when he had attained his 
majority. 
Colonel Hamilton selected 


the terminal point, and Mrs. Hamilton 
gave Gulfport its name. 
Twenty-four 


hours after the last spike had been 
driven which made the road complete 
between therse two points Jones S, 
Hamilton, Jr., was killed by the cars in 
the yards at Jackson. That was a few 
weeks ago. Colonel Hamilton still 
holds an interest In the railway com- 
pany, atid It was his son's aim to escort 
a number of his young friends to Gulf- 
port on the train the other flay. In- 
stead his grave received new flowers 
from these he expected to entertain.1 


In 1884, after a survey of the road 


had been' made, Colonel Hamilton In- 
terested Chicago capital in pushing the 
road to completion. At the time he 
was lessee of the state penitentiary, a 
state senator, chairman of the" execu-« 
tive committee of the Democratic party 
and the wealthiest man in the state. 
His home, Belhaven, was the most 
magnificent in the country. It sat on 
an eminence two miles from the state- 
house and contained 600 acres in flow- 
er .yards, tennis courts and fishing 
pools. His reputation for lavish hospi- 
tality was known throughout the south. 


In his political affairs Colonel Hamil- 


ton encountered the bfttcr opposition of 
John H. Martin, a descendant of Chief 
Justice John Marshall; T. Dabney Mar- 
shall, a literary and art critic, and Rod- 
erick Dhu Gambrell, who were the 
leaders of the prohibition movement. 
Bitter personalities wore exchanged, 
and Hamilton w«s challenged by Gam- 
brell to fight a duel. Attacks on Colo- 
nel Hamilton continued, and In May, 
1SSG, 
ho ai>d Gambrdl met on the 


brkl?e which divides East from West 
.Tackson. There were no eyewitnesses 
to what followed, bnt when the crowd 
got to the place, having been attracted 
by shots, Gambrell was dead, and 
Hamilton was serieusly wounded. 


The affair caused great excitement. 


There was talk of lySeiifng Hamilton, 
and the resident*, about evenly divided 
between the (action*, came se> near to a 
clash that a call for the militia was 
necessary. 
Meantime Ganabrell's pic- 


ture was being sold1 throughout the clr- 
Ii;.-od \vorIJ. 
Koxcs o' them were 


shipped to Australia and to Africa, 
Miss Frances E. Willard started n^sub- 
Bcription fpr the purpose of assisting 
the prosecuting fund. 
• After speudtng'a year In prison Colo- 
nel Hamilton was acquitted, his re- 
lease being celebrated by a remarkable . 
demonstration of rejoicing, in which 
Hamilton 'wan brought into tie clfy In 
a carriage 'drawn hy 100 prominent 
residents. The week before the end of 
the trial, however, General Wlrt Ad- 
aipa and John H. Martin killed each 
other under most sensational circum- 
stances ns the result rof the proceed- 
ings. General Adams had testified to 
Colonel Hamilton's good character and 
was attacked by Martin In his rmocr. 
Adams nnd a friend went to Martin's 
office. The offensive article was poluir 
ed out, and Martin Bfilrt be was respon-' 
nlblo for Ita appearance— In fact, hud 
wrltlon it, 
' 
. •?• you armed.?" asked 


oral Adams. 'Martin said 'he was not 
Pulling out bis watch, General Adams 
replied: "It 16 now 10:35. I will give 
yon until 11 o'clock." Martin ran for 
lit* home,'four blocks away, while Ad- 
ams took a position across the street 
from Martin's office. Ten—25 minutes 
passed. Then Martin showed himself 
around the corner. Adams' advanced 
to me*t him. When the two were with- 
in 40 foot of each other, they began fir- 
ing.. The first-bullet struck Martin la 
the tblf h and knocked him down. Gen- 
eral Adans continued advancing. Mar- 
tin Ind recovered from Atbe stun and 
was firing with deliberate aim. At the 
third shot from Adams' pistol Martin 
fell backward, mortally wounded. 


Adams bad ope ball remaining, and 


he walked to where his enemy lay and 
looked down at him. Martin, too, bad 
one bullet in his pistol. 
Meantime 


General Adams had been untouched. 
Two shots rang .out simultaneously, 
and General Adams fell, his face strik- 
ing the pit of Martin's stomach. When 
the officers reached the spot, both were 
dead. Colonel Hamilton came out of 
jail with his vast estate heavily incum- 
bered. A government land grant made 
to the road hud been forfeited, but this 
was recovered through the efforts, of 
Secretary James G. Blaine, to whom 
Hamilton had gone to school in Ken- 
tucky. 


A little while after Hamilton killed 


Gambroll a railroad tie contractor of 
the name of Purvis killed a man of 
the name of McDonald, was convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged. On the 
scaffold Purvis denied his guilt. When 
the knot was adjusted and the trap 
sprung, the rope slackened, and in- 
stead of Purvis being suspended in the 
air he fell to the ground. In the ex- 
citement the execution was delayed, 
and on Purvis' claim that he could not 
be resentenced because he already, had 
been legally hanged the case became 
one of the most noted in the history of 
the state. Purvis eventually was par- 
doned, and he is now in the woods 
along the line of the Gulf and Ship Is- 
land railroad getting out bridge timber. 


Active work on the Gulf and Ship Is- 


land was resumed five years ago. 
About the time it seemed certain that 
It would be pushed to completion Colo- 
nel Hamilton fell down his steps, re- 
ceiving wounds which practically have 
made him helpless ever t since. He is 
little better than an invalid. 


Gulfport is on something of a boom. 


The harbor is a natural one and will re- 
quire little money from the national 
government. It is almost midway be- 
tween Mobile and New Orleans and is 
touched also by .the Louisville and 
Nasjhville railrond. The fact that it Is 
the terminal of the Gulf and Ship Is- 
land will make it an important lumber 
shipping point for years to come. Many 
sawmills, canning factories, 
store- 


houses and residences are already in 
the course of construction. 


SENTRY DUTY IN CHINA. 


ton Boy Writes of HI* Ex- 


periences In the Orient. 


A tetter has been received In Wash- 


ington from Edward Stumpli, who for 
two years has been an^apprentjce'twy 
on the United States steamship New- 
ark. That ship is now In "Chinese wa- 
ters and has had a part in recent 
events, says the Washington Post. 
Young Stumpn Is a native of Washing- 
ton and graduated from the public 
schools there. The letter was written 
from Taku, China. 


Mr. Stamph says he was one of those 


landed by the Newark, and, as he puts 
it, he had the warmest scrap he ever 
had in his life. "John Chinaman," con- 
tinues the young sailor, "is not as igno- 
rant in warfare rfe the powers thought. 
I had quite aa experience and am glad 
of It. We suffered through the work 
of hauling railroad ties and getting 
very little to eat and drink. There was 
one can of beef to eight .men and a 
handful of hard tack, and then we had 
to stand sentry duty at night with 
nothing to drink but canal water, in 
which canal eyery five minutes could 
be seen bodies of Chinamen floating by. 


"We had a hard time of it, but it all 


goes in war. 
Our captain (Mcpalla) 


has gone to the American hospital at 
Yokohama for the dressing of his 
wounds, which are not serjous, thank 
God. We would hate to lose him, for 
he is a very brave maa. I did not be- 
lieve it until I saw it. He saved every- 
body's life that was in the expedition, 
and if it had not been for his cool hen<i 
und judgment Admiral Seymour could 
have helped us but rery little." 


The letter was dated July 17. It 


stated that the Newark was to sail a 
few days later for Nagasaki, Jap<m, 
for stores and provisions, and then the 
Jackies expected to go to Manila. 


A Saletf Monk For Miner*. 


An interesting apparatus to be worn 


by rescue workers in coal mines has 
recently been patented in Vienna. It 
consists of an India rubber cloth recep- 
tacle made in the form of a collar 
which is worn close abcuit the neck, 
says the Chicago News. It serves as a 
breathing bag, as it contains a supply 
of quicklime for absorbing carbonic 
ncid gas and water vapor. The face is 
Inclosed in a mask, and oxygon for 
breathing1 is carried in a "container." 
A mnn wearing thls^apparatus proper- 
ly, adjusted can remain in a mine filled 
witfi Irresplrable gas as long us his sup- 
ply of oxyfcen holds out. 


Gingerbread, sold in Paris as early as 


the fourteenth century, was made of 
rye meal, honey, ginger and spices. 
But the gingerbread of old New Eng- 
land that forms so prominent a part 
of the staple Uiet has undergone uiauy 
an evolution since that time. A recipe 
given by an old housekeeper Is as fol- 
lows: Mix together one cupful of mo- 
Insses, three-quarters of a cnpfyl of 
milk and three cupfuls of flour. Add 
to this half a cupful of melted butter, 
one tablegpoonful of ginger, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt and one teaspoonful of 
soda dissolved in a quarter of a cupful 
of milk.

Thor Took Helndeer to 
Herd Grown Till It Npmbera 8.0OO. 
Dr. Sheldon Jackson, commissioner 


of education for Alaska, was In Duluth 
recently. He Is convoying across the* 
continent 25 Laplanders who were sent 
by the government to Alaska 30 
mouths ago with reindeer and who are 
now on their way home to Jokkonkk, 
says the New York Sun. The Lapland- 
ers were sent to Alaska early in the 
Klondike excitement with 
reindeer 


that were to be used as beasts of bur- 
den and food by the starving miners. 
The Kloudlkere were found to be less 
needy than was supposed, and the deer 
were not used for food. The Lapland- 
ers were employed as mail carriers and 
deer drivers gt a salary of $208 a year 
each besides food and clothing. They 
are now going home rich beyond the 
dreams of avarice with from 8000 to 
$700 each, enough to keep their fami- 
lies in affluence for years. 


Of the 540 deer Imported by the gov- 


ernment iiumy died of starvation bo- 
fore they reached the tundra, hay be- 
ing found so rich a di.et that they 
would not eat it. Later 700 reindeer 
doe were brought over from Siberia, 
and the Alaska herd now numbers 
nearly 3,000. Dr. Jackson says the 
services of the Laplanders to care for 
them are no longer needed and that 
they will Increase rapidly under gov- 
ernment protection. He looks for them 
to become ultimately an Important 
source of wealth In interior Alaska. 


Dr. Jackson is founding schools as 


fast as the means at his command will 
permit. There is one at Point Barrow, 
another at Cape Clarence, another at 
Cape Prince of Wales and others at 
Nome, St. Lawrence island and else- 
where. The Aleuts at the Cape Prince 
of Wales school issue a paper, printed 
twice a year, and it is by many miles 
the most northerly journal In the 
world. It consists of four pages about 
7 by 9 Inches and is printed in English.

CHINA'S TROUBLES. 


Floods Added to tbe Hardnblpn Suf- 


fered Throach Boxers' Uprising. 
Added to the horrors of massacre and 


depredations- at the hands of the Box- 
ers the inhabitants of the Fukien 
province In southern China have suf- 
fered much hardship In the recent 
floods of the Min river, says the New 
York Sun. The Rev. W. L. Beard of 
the American board of foregn missions 
In a letter just received in New York 
thus describes the damage wrought: 


"As the rumors of Boxer massacres 


were getting somewhat alarming God 
opened the heavens and poured down 
water till houses by the hundreds were 
taken off their foundations and hun- 
dreds of high mud walls were laid flat 
Those falling walls crushed thousands 
of poor human beings to death, while 
thousands were washed down the river 
and found watery graves.

NEW USE FOR POTATOES. 


Patent Method of UtilUtnK Re«ld«« 
' 
o* "Potato Floor. 


A Dutchman has patented a method 


of utilizing the residues of the manu- 
facture of potato flour. After strain- 
ing this raw material and separating 
from it portions of peel and other Im- 
purities it is treated with gyleerin and 
dilute acid. Tlje resulting compound 
Is a gummy, viscous mass, which is 
carefully dried and reduced to powder. 


The next operation Is to moisten 


this powder with a certain percentage 
of water and to press It Into blocks, 
with the help of molds If desired, the 
finished product being a homogeneous, 
woodlike solid with a metallic ring, 
which can be cut, turned, bored with 
ease, and wllf take the finest screw 
thread. It i? believed that the mate- 
rial will conveniently take the place 
of wood, vulcanite, celluloid and e?en 
metal for many purposes, says the 
Philadelphia Times. It Is said, more- 
over, to be an excellent insulator for 
electrical purposes. The cost at which 
It can be produced is not stated.

Miss "Mary Mills of Fairmount, near 


Syracuse, wishing to enter Syracuse 
university and not having the where- 
withal, started bee keeping. She has 
made enough money out of her honey 
to pay for her college expenses, says 
the New Tork Press. She will enter 
the university this fall. Ever since she 
graduate*>'frojn ^tne high school two 
years ago she has beetf in the bee busi- 
ness on her father's farm, two miles 
outside of the city, and she has made it 
pay.

The fundamental idea of both books is 
the negatlq^of coercion. Tolstoi says: 


"This negation I learned and under- 


stood from the gospel, where it was 
expressed most clearly in tbe words, 
'l"e have heard It said an eye for an 
eye'—1. e., you were taught to use coer- 
cion against coercion, but my teaching 
is to suffer your other cheek to the 
emitter—1. e.f enffer violence, but do 
not commit it 


"I know these great wqrds, owing to 


the carelessly perverted uniform inter- 
pretation of both liberals and the 
church, will be for a majority of so 
called educated people a reason for not 
reading this work or for a biased atti- 
tude toward it, yet nevertheless I place 
these words at the beginning of my 
book."

A new system of electric heat Is upon 


the market It consists of an electrical 
heater and a blower, says The Scien- 
tific American. 
The motor is of the 


standard fan type and is secured to a 
conical metal case. There is an intake 
for air at tbe back. The heater con- 
sists of clay tubes wound with fine 
German silver "wire and covered with 
an insulating coat of enamel. 
Tbe 


tubes are arranged radically, and th.c 
fan and tbe heater are both closed in 
by a metallic casing. The heater can 
draw air from without the room or car 
or In cold weather can operate, using 
the air in the room or car. 


Two of these heaters will, it Is said, 


heat a 40 foot car to the proper temper- 
ature. In the ordinary system some of 
the persons in the cars are uncomforta- 
bly worm, while others are cold, but 
with the fan distribution the heat is 
posiiivuiy uialrlbuted. 
The fan will 


also prove useful in school buildings, 
on ships and war vessels. It will be 
specially valuable when vessels are out 
of commission, where it is desired,to 
both warm and move the air.

Men'* Shirt*. 
A decade ago tbe shirt waist was 


practically unknown. Today millions 
of dollars are Invested in factories 
which make nothing else, and the out- 
put for the last season was enormous. 
Manufacturers of shirt factory ma- 
chinery are already receiving big or- 
ders for fancy sewing machines which 
will be needed to fill next year's de- 
mands from the thousands of "shirt 
•waist men" who will join the little1 
band of pioneers wbo had the nerve to 
take off their coats this summer, says 
the New York Tribune. Importers and 
makers of shirtings announce an array 
of new designs and a range of colors 
which promise well for the variety of 
next season's goods. 


It was about eight years ago that the 


manufacturers b'cgan to make shirt 
waists for women. Of course women 
had been wearing them for some time 
before, but not in sufficient quantities 
to attract the attention of capital. Ow- 
ing to the great comfort and utility of 
the shirt waist tbe growth of the trade 
has been phenomenal. Tbe demand for 
soft shirts for men has increased In 
relative ratio. Tho industry has cen- 
tered in New York, where there are 
many large factories. 
One firm alone 


does a business in shirts amounting to 
more than $2,000,000 a year. Another 
factory receives from $000,000 to $700,- 
000 annually from the sale of silk shirt 
waists for women. Cincinnati is an- 
other shirt ,mak4ng city, and Cleveland, 
Chicago, St. Louis, Denver and San 
Francisco each has several factories. 


Shirt waists are now made of many 


kinds of material and for all seasons. 
Wool, silk, linen and cotton and vari- 
ous combinations of these fabrics are 
cut and stitched into comfortable gar- 
ments. 
Each season has brought its 


innovation, its "something new," a 
necessary thing to the trade, for It pre- 
vents to a certain extent the wearing 
of the previous season's waist 
Silk 


has become a popular fabric, and much 
of it is made near New York. The 
large output of the' Paterson (N. J.) 
mills Is almost entirely turned over to. 
shirt mflkfrs. As yet American silk is 
not so fine as that-made in some other 
parts of the world, but the industry is 
comparatively new here, and the near 
future will see an improvement in 
standards. 


The severely plain but expensive 


shirt waist "seems to have gone out for 
good. The reason Is that to the eye of 
the lay buyer the difference between 
an expensive plain waist and the mod- 
erate priced article is not apparent, and 
women the world over like to exhibit 
cost marks in an indirect way. Fine 
linens and madras will have the call 
nef t season. P^re^lls or printed goods 
will not be used. Waists made of these 
materials are pretty when new, but are 
bound to-fade. In colors for next sea- 
son a wide range will be provided. 
Light spring suggesting shades of 
green will be placed on the market 
Other colors which will be seen are 
pink, red, ox blood, light and dark gray 
and several shades of blue. 
Tan 


shades, which have not been popular 
for some time, are to hove another run. 


An enormous quantity of men's shirt 


waists will be made, for the manufac- 
turers believe that the "shirt waist 
man" is to have his day. They ore 
confident that the run will last for two 
or three seasons. If good dressers take 
up the idea, coatless rnen may become 
"the regular thing" in warm weather. 
Opinion is divided as to whether the 
really good dressers will look with fa- 
vor on the innovation. The waists will 
have all the fancy stitches and plait- 
ings now seen in waists for women, 
and these ornaments will be on the 
back as well as the front of the gar- 
ments. 


PASTORS FOR SHIRT WAISTS. 
Cincinnati Clergymen Favor Com- 
fortable Summer Apparel For Men. 


With scarcely an exception Cincin- 


nati clergymen favor shirt waists for 
men and are not averse to having them 
worn in church, says the Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

to the United State* tor 'War of 
Cuba— German Ship* Are Now Tak- 
ing Then* to San Francisco— B^ow 
the Hat* Are Hade.

Interesting report to tho state depart- 
ment at Washington ou the manufac- 
ture of Panama hats, says the St Lou- 
is Globe-Democrat The consul writes 
from Guayaquil and says in part: 


"Ecuador con with Justice claim pre- 


eminence In the production of cacao 
and the manufacture of straw hats and 
hammocks. Her cacao crop represents 
about one-third of the world's supply. 
Her hammocks, made in the coast prov- 
inces, notably those of Hanavi, cannot 
be excelled by any made elsewhere, 
white her straw hate are tbe finest in 
the worn. 


"The Manavl (Panama) ha,t was tbe 


drat made in the province of Manavi, 
Ecuador, about 275 years ago, by a na- 
tive named Francisco Delgado. They 
came to be known as Panama hata 
years ago, when that city was a dla- 
tribntlos center. In Ecuador, Colom- 
bia and Central America the hat is 
known by the natives as tbe 'Jlpljapa' 
(pronounced hipy-haza), bnt as they are 
made elsewhere In Ecuador, principar- 
ly In the province of Manavi (Mahn- 
ah-ve), and as tbe name Is easy to pro- 
nounce, It seems to me It might take 
the place of tbe present misleading ap- 
pellation. 


"This hat Is made of a native grass 


or species of cane. It Is cultivated rn 
the provinces of Mannvl and Ouayas 
and Is known as 'paja toqnilla.' 
In 


appearance It resembles very much our 
saw palmetto. It is faallke in shape. 
Low lying, wet lands are selected and 
the seed is planted In rows during the 
rainy season. When the grass attains 
a height of 4% to 5 feet, it Is cut Just 
before ripening, boiled in hot water 
and, after being thoroughly sun dried, 
is assorted and toady for -use. 


"The straw is first carefully selected, 


dampened to make it pliable and then 
very finely divided 
into requisite 


widths, tbe little finger or thumb nail 
being used for the purpose. The plait- 
ing commences at the apex of the 
crown and is continued in circular 
form until the hat is finished. The 
work is carried on while the atmos- 
phere Is humid, from about midnight 
to 7 a. m. If the strand breaks, it 
can be replaced and so plaited as not 
to affect the work or be visible to the 
naked eye. It Requires from three to 
five months' daily labor of three hours 
per day to make one of the finest hats. 
The business In its highest develop- 
ment Is really an art requiring pa- 
tience, fine sight and special skill, qual- 
ifications few of the natives possess. 
The plaiting completed, the hat Is 
washed in clean, cold water, coated 
with a thin solution of gum and pol- 
ished with dry powdered sulphur. 
They are so pliable that they con be 
rolled up without injury and put in 
one's pocket They will last for years 
and can be repeatedly cleaned. Na- 
tives of both sexes and all ages are en- 
gaged In this work at odd times, the 
business being a side issue. Children 
make from raw, undressed straw about 
two of the common hats per day. . 


"The Cuenca hat wholesales at from 


$7.92 to $2&.40 per doaen; finest at $5.28 
to $6.60 each; the Manavi hat briags 
$1.32 to $22 per dozen; finer hats, $4.40 
to $17.60 each; fancy hats, §22 to $44 
and more each. 


"The principal markets for hats are 


Cuba and Central America, nearly all 
for the United States being sent In 
transit for Cuba. Peru has been tak- 
ing a large quantity of the straw from 
which she manufactures hats, compet- 
ing sharply with Ecuador and causing 
a decline in the Industry, but the ex- 
port duty imposed by the last congress 
Is reviving the business, exports In 
1899 being 70,000 sucres more than In 
1896. 
Since the Germans, with char- 


acteristic enterprise, have been run- 
ning a line of steamers from Hamburg 
to San Francisco some shipments are 
going to the latter city. 


"The finest hats ever made were by 


a native named Palma and were ex- 
hibited at the Paris exposition when 
Napolfeon III was emperor. The two 
best were bought by a French gentle- 
man for 1,000 francs ($183) and present- 
ed to the emperor and Marshal Mac- 
Mahou. Palma is now dead, but there 
are two or three others who possess 
equal skill. 


"Monotony. In shape has been pep- 


haps one of the chief causes why the 
hats have not been more popular, but 
If dealers would take up the matter 
the natives could easily make any etyU* 
desired. Ladles' hats may be worn a 
number of successive seasons; cleaned 
and retriuimed, they appear perfectly;

New House. Its Opening 


and Future Polioy 


When* the new Richmond theater 


opens its doors a week from this eve- 
ning for Us "first night," the city will 
find that what has long been, recog- 
nized as one of its chief needs, has been 
filled so- nearly perfectly that there wHl 
be little roo'tn for anything but the 
most sincere satisfaction!. It was the 
intention of the builders of the house 
to provida a theater that would give to 
North Adams tha opportunity to see 
and hear the best attractions of the 
stage-, put on in a> way that should 
equal their presentation In the largest 
cities, and to accompany this with ac- 
commodations as ample arjd as com- 
fortable ftor the audience. The now 
nearly completed theater shows the 
visitor that this intention has been 
fulfilled in every detail. 


For weeks many workmen have been 


busy hastening the completion o-f the 
house, arid although the calculations 
were close, it is evident today that it 
will be completed and ready for the 
opening. The new Eichmond theater 
will open next Monday evening, with 
Viola Alien in "In the palace of the 
king." 


More has been) published so far of the 


opening play than of the h'ouse itself. 
The architect and. the 
management 


wished to have the completion of the 
house and all Its equipments in sight 
before an attempt was made to describe 
it. But now the end is near enough so 
that a clear idea can! be gained of the 
whole interior. 


The location of the theater, in the 


rear of the new Kichmond hotel, at the 
corner of Main and State streets, is 
the most central and convenient that 
could have been secured. The main enl- 
trance will be on Main street, the long 
1'obby .running through thft neiw hotel 
building at its western end. The gal- 
lery entrance Is from State street; 
through the old hotel building, and en- 
tirely separate from the. main en- 
trance. 


The house itself is of brick. 113 feet 


long by 60 feet wfde, with a wing li by 
35 feet for stage purposes. The .ra n 
auditorium is divided into main iloo", 
balc'ony, and gallery. The first floor 
seats about 450, the balcony about 
460, 


and the gallery 350. This gives the 
theater a seating capacity of nearly 
1250, 
and the fact that the house is 


built for a seatinte capacity of 1400, in- 
dicates that each seat will be given 
more room than Is customary in 
theatres, a feature that 
will 
be 


thoroughly appreciated. 


The theater is provided with 10 exits. 


This is considerably more than the 
state laws for theatre building's ve- 
.iuir<\ and each exit opens directly Into 


•••n air, and is lighted by electricity.

waKs. 


The Siago, \\ hich is in many respects 


the most important 
thing about a 


theater, is 40 by 75 in size. What this 
means in the practical putting on of 
plaj-s may be better understood when 
it ia said that there ari c ;y five stages 
larger than thi? n ^Te\\ York city, ahld 
that this is os la";, 2 as the st-je of al- 
most any tm :o. in the larger cities. 
The height to the rigging loft is 60 
feet, which allows the scenery to be 
raised straight up, and 
t:-> hold, the 


largest drops. The stage has its own 
entrances and exits for fie convenience 
of the stage people, and is provided 
with every convenience1. 


An unusual feature of the stage is 


proscenium doors, one, on each" side, to 
be used for curtain calls, thusi doing 
away with the necessity of raising the 
curtain on these occasions. The dress- 
ing rooms are below the stage, and are 
12 in i Umber, all'O'Wing ample accom- 
modation for a company of 70 people. 


The auditorium itself is pleasing to 


the 
sense of harmony of proportion 


and color, being done in a prevailing 
tone of dark red and gold, shading up 
almost to salmtml Entering from Main 
street, and passing along the lobby, 
past the box office in a niche af the 
left side, fronted by a laro-e brass rail- 
ing, one turns to the right at the end 
into the dome foyer. This is a large 
rcfim with pilasters and columns of the 
French renaiasanfce style. The ceiling 
of this room is a square dome about 25 
feet in height, and the room Is decor- 
ated in orange and old ivory, with a 
blue carpet. It is lighted from electric 
brackets in. the frieze, and a large 
bpalescprit ceiling light. It has five 
exit doora, and from it three large 
archways lead into the main foyer. 


Passing through, the broad atairs to 


the balccrjy aoe at the left and right, 
with the standing rail directly in front 
The celling under the balcony is or- 
namented in a rocjoco design with vines 
of flowers. Frotn the balcony the eye 
meets the facade of the box<>s, and the 
sounding board. The boxes «.re orna- 
mented in high relief with rococo de- 
sign of the French renaissance atyle, 
and is in shades of old ivory, with the 
relief work tipped with gold. 


The sounding board is a striking 


^-'^-"f r,f irt, painter! hv Ofr'ossi of New 
York. The subject is "The awakening," 
showing a large cenltral'figure surround 
ed by Cupida The ceiling is composed 
of nine large panels, decorated in the 
French renaissance style, buff shades 
being used. 


The draperies In the boxes are of red 


velours, and the box furniture is in 
cream shades. 
The boxes will each 


seat eight persona, and those of the 
SPdorAl and third floor are reached by 
private stairways from the first floor, 
while the second floor boxes arc also 
reached directly from the balcony. The 
railings in the boxes are surmounted 
by bran. 


The carpet of the sntlre house is in 


dark red, and th» main drop curtain Is 
of the same shade In velours. The as- 
bestos curtain which hai^ca directly 
at the prosrerl.um oponJnir i» col'jred to 
harmonize with the house. 


The v-leotric lighting I* controlled by 


! ,< o switch hoard*. w Inrgp ono- srt- 
uatcd on the •tage and Jw.vfng 18' 


bf switches, dimmers, etc., and con- 
trolUnjr the lights in the auditorium, 
and the smaller switch board situated 
In the box oillce controlling: foyw and 
lobby,lights. The electrical apparatus 
Is very complete, beside* the ewltea 
boards there botnfc electric call brtla, 
electric motors, and a complete ter- 
mastut V>r automatic fire alarm system. 


The teheater la thoroughly ventilated 


by a mechanical system which forces} 
the fresh all-, either hot or cold, into 
the building at the top of tho audi- 
torium, and draws the vitiated air out 
at three different floor levels by means 
of large ducts connecting- with the fan 
room. The work Is done by a large 
fan capable of running at 175 revolu- 
tions, and carrying 40,000 cubic feet of 
alf a minute. This is an entirely new 
system of ventilation and is thoroughly 
successful. The fan runs without noise 
anid is Operated by a 10 horse power 
motor. The romm will be kept at an 
even temperature at all times and in 
ali places by this system of ventila- 
tion, and there will be no draft. 


On the stage the scenery is all hung 


up out of the way between the fly gal- 
leries from which it is operated. Away 
above the scenery is tfie rigging loft, 
or as it^ig commonly called the grld- 
irton, whare all the ropes ante p-ullies are 
seen on the floor. Both the fly gallery 
and rigging loft are reached by per- 
pendicular ladders. 


Down In the dressing rooms the stage 


people have electric lights, electric 
Burling iron, mirrors, sinks, etc., in 
abundance. The trap room, property 
robrn, musicians' room, are situated 
directly unHsr the front of the stage. 


The orchestra pit, coming at the front 


of the auditorium and partly under the 
apron of the stage Is reached by a door 
directly from the music room.

Manager Sanderson announced this 


morning1, the details: of the advance sale 
of tickets and the prices of seats for 
the opening performance. The larger 
part of the seats in the house for next 
Monday evening will be $2 each, with 
50 cents as the lowest admission i>rice. 
The first floor entire is fixed at $2. The 
first five rows of the "balcony are also 
$2. The next four rows of the balcony 
are $1.50, and the rest of the balcony 
is $1. The second balcony will be 75 
cents, with seats reserved. 
General 


admission, with tickets sold only on 
the night of the play, will be 50 cents. 


The boxes, which seat eijcht, are to 


be S16 each. 


Tickets wfll go on sale at 9 o'clock 


on Thursday morning, either at the 
box, office, or if this is not com»leted 
in time, in the vacant. store next to 
the main entrance. A police 
officer 


will be stationed there from the time 
the line begins to fosmv and will see 
that there is no crowding or attempt 
on the part of late comers to secure 
first positions. The management will, 


.iit the number of seats to be sold 


tr 'o-' one person, at stx. 


There hawe been many who feared 


that some would be favored In havinir 
seats saved before the general sale 
opened. The management announces 
that there will be one box and just 
50 seats held out, these to be used for 
the press, including the out of town 
critics who will be he-is, and for the 
representatives of L/iebler & Co., man- 
agers of the play. These are all that 
will be taken out, and the public will 
have a perfectly fair opportunity to 
secure seats. 


The first shj^inent of the theater 


seats arrived.this morning and the en- 
*tire lot is expected in a few days. The 
seats are in red leatherette.
